REMARKS ON THE FOREGOING

| soboo! fand. Noris there any just

earrtod out their will.
that. Andit does soom to ua that
strong snd wealthy religious organi-
zations should scorn Lo nek or accept
any share in the public school fund
while refusing to comply with the
legnl conditions.  They sbould sot o
better example of respect for Ameri-
ean ivstitutions and for themselves
than all that comes to.

Cilizen’s noxt point is against the
supposed monopolistic #pirit of the |
free sohools, their alleged antipathy
to all competition ete.  Now if Citi
zen had said this of his favorite Cor-
onal Institute, be would have made a
point the justice of which wounld at
once bave boen generally recognized.
Surcly its special friends have no
canse to complain of lack of diserimi-
pation in its favor. On the contrary
it has been the special pet of our town
and vicinity. No scbool, public or
privute, has been allowed to come in
competition with it.  Let us refresh
the memory of our readersn little on
ti is subject.

In the year 1875 we believe, it wns
proposed to aid the Institute by a
subscription of $10,000 by our eiti
izens, the conforence ongaging to
raise £10,000 in addition. The
former snm was subseribed, many
outside of the chureh contributing
liberally. Bat the conference never
ceame up with their ton thous-
and dollars,  That is onr informa-
tion—if we nare wrong, we stand
rendy to make corrcetion,  All this,
howover, 18 only by way of intredre-
tion.

Up to 1876 or 'T7 the Institute
had received the public school fund
without question. But thers wns a
fund collected under the law for
building a public: school house. At
the time we refer to, it had renched,
we believe, nearly $1,000 It was
gomebow held under control of
the manngement of the Institute,and
we recollect there was considerable
agitation of the matter, and o sharp
article or two from Major Hutehison,
who was conversant with the whole
subject, in the Frre Press, bafore the
money wos forth-coming. Tt was
used in erccting the present muin
wchool-building on the hill, and n
public school was opened in it It
continned a year or so when the
school was aguin merged in the In-
stitute, the house being used for its
male department, This continned o
ghort time, till the publie school, a8 n
distinet institution, wns lost sight of,
whon the bouse wue abandoned to
the bats and owls, and so remained
till nt the vote to separate the free
gchool from the Institute in 1886.
Sopurution was carriod at n very fuil
clection by a decided vote of the cit-
iZens.

That settled the mattor for a time,
but the partisans of the Insticate
have not been content with the situ-
ation, althongh the trustees and lead-
ing patrops of the public school
bave sought to concilialate them., The
school and ity management have
been sedulously disparaged, and as
the unkindest cut of all, while op-
posing the idea of anew school build-
ing, the lack of it has been urged a8
an argament against putronizing the
public school, while now, that a vote
is to be taken, its opponents sud-
denly discover that the house is am-
ply good enongh !

Tt will thus be seen that Citizen's
charge that the public school is de-
signed to forestallall competition,lics
renlly ot the door of Coronal Instinte.

Before going further, we must en
ter our protest aginst our corre-
spondent's styling the sehiool **Prof.
Willinms' sehiool.”™ It is the public
gehiool of San Marcos, belooging to
and nnder the mansgement of her
people. Prof. Willinwms is meroly their
gervant and subjoect to their will.

As to the alleged non-attendance
of n lurge per cent of the free school
pupils, it is no doubt owing lo the
opposition that the school is receiv-
ing, and also to alack of n suituble
building, facilities for grading and
other disadvantages ealenlated to
impair its success, in spito of the best
